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The  wheat  acreage  of  India  for  the  1922-23  crop  is  reported  to  be  25,511.000 
acres,  according  to  the  first  official  forecast,  which  is  six  per  cent  greater  than 
the  forecast  of  the  sane  date  last  year  when  the  acreage  amounted  to  27,739.000 
acres.    The  final  estimate  for  last  year  amounted  to  23, 234, 000_  acres. 

Uinter  wheat  and  rye  acreages  in  Austria,  are  said  to  be  decreased.    Part  of 
the  decreases  are  attributed  to  poor  seeding  conditions  but  in  the  case  oi  vwxeat 
the  fanners  are  reported  to  be  decreasing  their  acreages  in  favor  oi  other  grains. 

Uinter  wheat  conditions  in  Europe  are  generally  good,  although  excessive 
moisture  in  the  soil  and  fears  of  severe  freeze  without  a  good  snow  covering  are 
causing  seme  apprehension  among  the  farmers  of  France,  Hungary  and  the  Sedans,  in 
Yugoslavia  a  recent  heavy  fall  of  snow  has  relieved  these  fears.    The  o.;ier  coun- 
tries reporting  favorably  include  Russia,  Poland,  Germany,  Italy  ana  Ireland. 

Grain  stops  in  North  Africa  and  India  are  satisfactory.    In  Algeria  and  Tunis 
£cod  rePcTtl  a7e"7ece"ived.    In  Morocco  further  rains  have  permitted  Increase  a  sew- 
ings.   However,  the  acreage  is  still  restricted  in  many  places  in  Morocco.  Condi- 
tions in  India  generally  are  good,  but  in  parts  of  tne  western  region,  par  oi OTjariS 
East  Deccan  and  Kcjrnatali,  the  growth  of  the  crops  has  been  checked  oy  cold  weatner. 

Cutting  of  wheat  for  hay  in  New  South  Uales .  Australia,  has  taken  place  on 
.  over  three  times  the  usual  area,  as  a  result  of  the  continued  dry  weatner.  >rost 
o  damage  in  many  of  the  Australian  states  has  also  contributed  to  reduce  tne  probable 
Wheat  cr  op. 

The  Argentine  corn  cr  op  is  suffering  from  a  Iac±;  of  moisture. 

The  cotton  crop  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  is  reported  to  be  in  promising 
condition.

The  world  production  of  wheat  excluding  Russia,  is  estimated  at  3 ,096, 113 ,000 
bushels,  including  the  figures  for  1$'22  in  the  northern  hemisphere  and  for  1922-23 
in  the  southern  hemisphere.

The  estimates  for  the  Far  Eastern  Republic  indicate  a  deficit  of  nearly  seve- 
million  bushels  of  wheat.    It  is  expected  that  this  deficit  will  be  supplied  by 
Manchuria  and  that  all  .of  the  available  surplus  of  wheat  in  Siberia  west  of  Lake 
Baikal  will  be  sent  to  European  Russia. 

Manchuria  will  have  some  wheat  |Qr  export.    Estimates  of  amounts  that  may 
be  exported  vary  greatly.    It  is  reported  that  the  production  t  his  year  is  greater 
than  last  year,    Exporting  firms  estimate  that  from  eighteen  to  twenty- four  mil- 
lions of  bushels  may  be-  shipped  from  Manchuria. 

There  have  not  been  large  regular  exports  of  wheat  from  Manchuria,  In 
1920-1921  there  were  unusually  .large  movements.     It  is  possible  that  the  above 
estimated  exportable  surplus  of  Manchuria  may  be  mostly  retained  in  the  country  or 
used  in  adjoining  territory,  .  .  ...

WHEAT  SURPLUS  OF  INDIA. 

The  exportable  surplus  of  India  has  been  estimated  by  Broomhall  at  forty 
million  bushels.    Last  year  India  produced  two  hundred  and  fifty  million  Dushels 
and  imported,  over  thirteen  million  bushels  making  a  total  supply  for  the  country 
of  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  million  bushels.     The  production  this  year  exceeds 
the  supply  for  last  year  by  over  one  hundred  million  bushels,  but  this  can  net  b~ 
taken  to  indicate  the  available  surplus  of  India.     It  is  apparent  that  India  con- 
sumes much  more  wheat  in  a  year  in  which  there  is  a  surplus  production  t.u-n  in  a 
year  in  which  there  is  a  short  crop.     The  average  consumption  for  the  perioa 
1913-14  t°  1916-17,  a  period  of  surplus  production,  has  been  estimate!  at  V:ree 
hundred  and  ten  million  bushels.    Allowing  for  some  increase  in  consuu.pt io::;  aue 
to  increase  in  population,  it  is  evident  that  India  may  retain  for  seeo.  and  con- 
sumption this  year  something  over  three  hundred  and  ten  million  bushels.  India 
has  exported  only  a  small  amount  of  wheat  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  sea- 
son and  probably  will  not  export  as  much  as  Broomhall  estimates  to  be  the  prob- 
able shipment.
